Improved Construction oi Gigarette, Oigar, Match or like CJases 

or Cartons. 

Vv^e, Leon Pioknik, of 5, Tufnell Park :back and front, sides, lid or half lids and 

, . , bottom if required, and after folding, the 

sides may be connected together, as also 
the !bottom if required, a slot or slots in 
parallel being made at the desired part of 
say the front. 

The inside case is also formed from one 
blank cut and creased to form the front, 
back^ sides and bottom, and from the top 
edge of tbe back extend one, two or more 
strips, whilst at the front at a* part coiTe- 
sponding to the slot in the ouier casing 
-we affi:s the projecting" piece or strip, such 
aflB.xture preferably being, in one case by 
makings three slits in the iront, side by 
side and taking a short strip and folding 
it in two and passing it tlie required dis- 
tance throng^h the centre slit and then 
passing the ends through the outer slits 
and this will hold the projecting piece in 
position and easy of insertion into the slot 
of the outer case to project therefrom, or 
ihy forming two slots in the side of the 
inner casing coinciding in position with 
two longer slots in the side of the outer 
casing when by passing the ends of the 
strip through the two slots in each casing 
and pressing the centre portion on the 
piece between the slots in i he outer casing 
and connect or secure the ends of the strip 
to inside the inner casing. The ends of 
the strip or strips from the back a're con- 
nected to the lid or half lid next to the 
creased line or lines for opening and 
closing the lid during the movement of 
the inner case. 

The slot or slots in the outer case limit 
the movement of the inner case. 

The lid or half lids may be hinged to 
the longer sides of the caS-ton or to the 
narrower sides as desired, the connection 
with the inner .easing being made accord^ 
ingly and the connection between the 
inner casing and the lid or half lids may 
be by a -separate attachment or attach- 
ments.

hereby declare the nature of this inven- 
tioii to be as follows : — 

According? to the invention, the case or 
carton consists of an inner case slidable 
iii an outer cnse, wliicli latter is made 
preferably ubloiiL*- iu cross section and on 
OUG side ibcrool' ^ve form a slot or slots 
and to oiip. m; opposite eilpcos of the open 
mouth portion wti hinge a lid or cover, or 
half lids or covers. 

The inside, portion is constnu*ted as a 
case and has a slidiii;^* fit inside ihe outer 
case but is nol .so di^ep as tho outer (?ase, 
and , on one side w r . p osi t i o n a pro j ec ting 
piece or' strip which passes through the 



slot or slots in the oiiier casing whilst the 
opposite side or both slides is or are con- 
nected by strips with the lid or cover or 
half lids or covers in such a manner that 
when the inside case is at the bottom of 
25 the outer case the lid or cover or half lids 
or covers is or are closed, and on a move- 
ment 01 the inr.ida casing by action on the 
' piece projecting through the slot or slots 
in the outer c^ise or iby pressure on the 
30 bottom of the inside casing, the strips will 
• lift the lid. 

The cigarettes, cigars, matches or other 
articles are positioned in the inside case 
• and project above the open end or top 
35 thereof, bub are wholly contained within 
the outer casing and on a- movement of 
the inner casing to open the lid the tops 
of the cigarettes or other articles will be 
exposed to en^le them to be readily got 
40 at. 

The case can ibe made in any material 
and the projecting piece or strip of the 
inner casing may be p'rovided with means 
to hold the lid closed under ordinary con- 

45 ditions or the slot in the outer case may 
be provided with a recess, which the pro- 
jecting piece can engage to enable the 
projecting piece to hold the lid closed 
until operated by hand. 

50 In constructing such a device as a 
carton for holding cigarettes, the outer 
casing and lid may be made in one single 
■ blank, shaped and creased to form the

lO This iiiTention relates to ves for con- 
tain ini^' eiii*are*^f^?f<, ciiiars, inatclio> and 
olher similar articles of the c]a.?>e^ in 
w-hicji. the inner cz\'^e is si id ably jnoved 
\vithiu an outer case, and a lid hinged 
i5 to either case is opened and (dosed by 
means connecting- it and the outer ease on 
.movement of the inner case. 

In one class oi siTch devices t]ie inner 
ease carries a riu id link pivotally von- 
20 nected thereto, and slidably or pivotally 
connected to a lid at abont its central 
part, such lid beina* ]iin;»edly connected 
to the outer cose, and Tvhereby on the 
movement of tlje inner case, the ri^id link 
^ will open or close the lid in accordance 
with the - direction of movement. In 
auotlier class tli*^ hinged lid of the outer 
casinrr is connected to" the inner casing* at 
its oxiter ed^ue by an elastic strip, whereby 
OQ on movement of the inner case to open the 
lid and expose the contents, the elastic 
strip is stretched and the lid opened *hy 
pressure of the inner case ag-ainst same, 
and on a release of the inner case, the 
35 elastic strip -.vill lo\^er the inner case and 
close the lid. 

In another class, a stud on the inner 
case projects throng'h a slot in the outer 
case, the inner case havincr one or two 
40 lids or covers carryinsr extensions hin^red 
thereto, and controlled by sprin.crs which 
act upon the lid or lids and open same 
when the inner case is moved in one 
direction by means of the stnd, and are. 
45 put in tension when the inner case is 
moved in the other direction to act iipon 
the extensions to close the lid or li^^s. 

In another class the inner case made 
from one or two blanks is provided with a 
KO lid or lids forminir part of the side and 
end walls of same and hing-ed thereto, the 
inner case with the lid or lids beino: 
slidable within the outer case and each 
lid is connected bv a thin flexible strip 
Sg with the inside of the outer case at about 
the centre thereof and foldable therein so 
that on pushing the inner case a* lid 



beeomes proiecved fronj the outer case, and 
by a further movement the strip will be 
tensioned and actinir «m the lid will open 60 
same, and on a return movement of the 
inner case tlie lid will he enclosed in the 
outer case with the portion of the strip 
betneen its fasteninu point to the outer ^ 
case an d the lid Ivinu in a folded condition ^ 
bpiuven the two cases. 

Accordinpr to this invention, the case or 
carton consists of an inner case slidable 
in an oitter rase, each constructed from 
a separate blank or romnined in one 'blank 
and mado preferably obloncr in cross 
seciion wi^.h a lid or cover, or half lids or 
r.rovers hinired to one or opposite edpres of 
the open mouth portion of the outer case, 
the inner case hnA'injr strips ecu nect able 
to the lid or lids of the outer case or 
formed thercTvith. 

The inside portion is constructed as a 
case and has n sliding fit inside the outer 
case btit is not so deep as the outer case, 80 
and has its opposite side or both sides pro- 
vided with strips whirh are connected with 
the lid or cover or half lids or covers in 
such a mnnner (preferably next to the 
hin<re of the lid or each half lid) that ^ 
when the inside case is at the 'bottom of 
the outer case the lid or cover or half lids 
or covers is or are dosed, and on a move- 
ment of the inside casinjr the strips will 
lift the lid. ^ 

In some cases we may form a slot or 
slots on one side of the onter case, and on 
one side of the inner case position a pro- 
.ioctinL*- niece or strip which jiasses 
throug'h the slot or slots in the outer 95 
casing, and which can be used for manipu- 
lating the inner case. 

The ciirarettes, cijrars, matches, choco- 
lates or other articles are positioned in 
the inside case and project above the open 100 
end or tojj thereof, but are wholly con- 
taioed within the outer casinjr and on a 
movement of the inner casinj? to open the 
lid or lids the tops of the cijrarettes or 
other articles will be exposed to enable 105 
them to he readily got at. 

The case can be made in any material, 
preferably cardhoard, and the^ projecting 
piece or 'strip of the inner casinjr may be 
provided with means to hold the lid closed iiO 
under ordinary conditions or the &lot in 
the outer case* mav be provided with a 
recess which the' projecting piece can 
engage to enahle the projecting piece to 
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told the lid closed ^ffil operated by 
hand. 

The invention will he clearly understood 
from the following description aided hy 
S the examples shown on the annexed draw- 
iu;7S in which : — 

Figure 1 is a front view of a case or 
carton in the closed condition. 

Figure 2 is a section on the line II, II 
of Figrure 1, and showing two cigarettes 
in position. 

Figure 3 is a top view of the case or 
carton shown in Figure 1. 

Figure 4 is a section on the line IV, IV 
15 of Figure 1. 

Figure 5 is a similar view to Figure 2, 
but showing' the case or carton open and 
showing two cigarettes exposed. In these 
Figures only a single lid or cover is shown. 
.20 Figure 6 is a plan of a iblank of the 
outer case of the construction shown in 
the previous figures. 

Figure 7 is a plan of a (blank of the 
inner, case of the construction shown in 
25 Figures 1 to 5. 

Figure 8 is a front view of a modified 
construction of case or carton in the closed 
condition. . 

Figure 9 is a section on the line IS, IX 
30 of Figure 8. 

Figure 10 is a similar view to Figure 9, 
but showing the case or carton open. 

Figure 11 is a vsection on the line XI, XI 
of Figure 8. 
35 In these Figures, two lids or covers are 
' shown, one overlapping the other. 

Figure 12 is a plan of a blank of the 
inner case shown in Figures 8 to 11. 

Figure 13 is a plan of a blank (slightly 
40 reduced) of the outer case shown in 
Figures 8 to 11. 

Figure 14 is a longitudinal section of a 
further^ modified construction of case or 
carton in the closed condition. 
45 Figure 15 is a similar view to Figure 
14, but showing the case or carton in the 
open position. 

Figure 16 is a trimsverse section of 
Figure 14. 

60 Figtire 17 is a pliein of a blank for 
enabling the inner and outer case shown 
in Figui-es 14 to 16 to be constructed from 
one piece and with the two lids or covers 
meeting. 

55 In constructing such a' device as a case 
or carton with a single lid the outer casing 
and lid may be made in one single (blank 
as at Figure 6, shaped and creased to 
form the back 1 and front 2, sides 3, 4 

ep and flap 5 and Hd 6 and bottom if 
required, and after folding the flap 5 may 
be connected to inside the back 1 to secure 
all together as also the bottom if required, 
a slot 7 being made at tibe desired part of 

65 say the front 2. 
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The inside case is also formed from one 
blank Figure 7 cut and creased to form 
the front 8, back 9, sides 10, 10 and 11, 11 
and bottom 12. and from the top edge of 
the back 9 extend one, two or more folding 7Q 
or other strips 13, 13, whilst at the front 8 
at a part corresponding to the slot 7 in 
the outer casing we affix the projecting 
piece or strip 14, such afiixture preferably 
ibeing by making three slits 15, IG, 17 in 75 
the front 8, side by side and taking such 
strip 14 and folding it in two and passing 
it the required distance thi'ough the centre 
^slit 16 and then passing the ends through 
the outer slits 15, 17 and this will hold 80 
the projecting portion of the piece 14 in 
position and easy of insertion into the slot 
7 of the outer case Figure 6 to project 
therefrom, as will be clearly understood 
from Figure 4, or as in the blanks shown 85 
at' Figures 12 and 13, by forming two 
slots 15, 17 in the front 8 of the inner 
casing and a recessed portion 2'^ having at 
opposite edges two longer slots 7, 7"^ in 
the front 2 of the outer casing, by passing 90 
the ends of a strip 14 through the two 
sets of slots 7, 7'^ and 15, 17 the centre 
portion of the strip 14 will, be exposed in 
front of the outer casing and by securing 
the ends of the strip 14 to inside the inner 95 
casing the two cases will be connected 
(see Figures 9, 10 and 11). The ends of 
the strip or strips 13 from the back 9 are 
connected to the lid G in such a manner 
as to allow of the opening and closing of iOO. 
the lid 6 during the movement of the inner 
case. 

Tlie slot 7 or slots 7, 7"^ in the outer case 
limit the movement of the inner case. 

In constructing the case or carton with 105 
two half lids or covers the back 1 of the 
outer case has a half lid 6, which does not 
reach completely across, and the front 2 
is also provided with a half lid 19 which 
is narrower than the half lid 6, as will be liO 
seen from Figure 13, and one lid G over- 
laps the half lid 19 when closed, but both 
half lids may be made of equal width so 
that when closed their edges meet and the 
blank of the inner case (see Figure 12) is 115 
constructed similar to Figure 7, but the 
front 8 is also provided with foldable 
strips 20, 20 for connection to the half 
lids 19. 

Figure 17 illustrates a single Iblank 120 
from which the outer and inner case and 
ha'lf lids can be formed. 

In this con struction the blank is cut and 
creased with the outer case formed Iby the 
back 1, front 2, sides 3, 4 and flap 5 in £35 
the same horizontal line, whilst the inner 
case and half lids are formed from two 
portions positioned at a' distance apart and 
extending at right angles from iSie hori- 
zontal portion, these extensions being 
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creased in lines.
